Thai participation in various university activities providsi: 
some of the most valuable experiences to be obtained at college 
is unquestioned. h.i» it is evident that the in.lividi:al student 
should limit the number of activities in which he takes an active 
l^p.- interest if* he hopes to succeed in his studies. Granting that this 
should be brought about, to do so it may be found necessary to 
cut down the total number of student activities, for the average 
student on- entering university, is only, too liable to become m- 
If, volved in too many of these inter erf s outside the class-room 
'% .j^^u^eaiizing at all the great amount of his time and energy 
tlS^^going to take up. , . 

C-^fP§ay be that some other cause will be found responsible 
for tiie' majority of s^tudent failures, but whatever the cause, the 
pjJ quesUon itself -merits the serious consideration of tfic whole
